Judge W. C. Davis was today appointed chief justice of the 
new Tenth Court of Civil Appeals at Waco by Governor Pat 
M. Neff, according to a private wire to The Bryan Daily Ba­ 
gle, from Austin. 
Judge George V. . barcus of Waco and 
Judge James M. Robertson of Meridian, were appointed as­ 
sociate judges. 
Governor Neff has tendered the appointment 
of District Judge at Bryan to J. Felton Lane of Hearne, to suc ­ 
ceed Judge Davis. Judge Davis is a native of Alabama and 
when five years old his parents moved to Texas and located on 
a farm in Walker countv. His boyhood years were spent on the 
farm, where he assisted in all kinds of farm work, attending 
the country school during the winter months. 
At the age of 
seventeen he had completed the course offered by the rural 
schools and secured a teacher's certificate and taught one year 
in a neighboring community. 
The following year he entered 
Baylor University at Waco, graduating from that institution 
four years later with the A. B. degree. 
After completing his 
education he served two years as superintendent of the public 
schools of Anderson, Grimes county, and in 1901 was elected 
principal of the Bryan High school, which position he held for 
three years. 
During this time he was a member of the faculty 
of two summer normals and was appointed a member of the 
State Summer Normal Examining Board.
